A noteworthy feature of the strike 
the remarkable good behavior of tho 
Strikers np to thin time, especially when 
it ta considered that the claim is made 
that upwards of 100,000 mine workers 
are idle in the anthracite region. 
There have, of course, boon a few dis 
turbances, but none of a character at 
all serious, with tho exception of the one 
at Bheuandgrja on Friday last,, when a 
striker wan Wiled during a clash between 
a number of strikers aud a sheriff’s 
posse.

Wednesday 
throughout the region. 
A shooting 
affray occurred near Scranton in which 
three men were wounded, but the par 
tic!pants, who wore Italians, were all 
strikers and the affray had no direct 
Connection with the strike. 
At a meeting of some 150 or more em 
ployes of Markle & Co., tho proprietors 
of a colliery operated independent of the 
coal carrying railroads, it was decided 
to accept tho firm’s offer to arbitrate 
their differences pending which they 
would return to work. 
Some strike 
leaders, howovor, declare that many of 
Markle’s men will refuse to outer tho 
mine and say a majority of tho employes 
are dissatisfied with the firm’s answer 
to their bill of grievances. 
The Cambridge mine at Shenandoah 
has closed down and tho Schuylkill re­ 
gion is nearly tied up, there being but a 
few minors at work in addition to the

Montreal, Sept. 27. — Throe Mol- 
kan delegates from southern 
Russia 
have arrived here from Ottawa, accom­ 
panied by Frank Pedley, the superin­ 
tendent of immigration for the Domin­ 
ion government. 
The purpose of the 
visit is to make arrangments with the 
Canadian Pacific railway for tho trans­ 
portation next winter of 7000 of their 
compatriots who intend to leave tho 
czar’s dominions iii southern Russia to 
settle in the Canadian northwest. 
As 
soon as satisfactory arrangements have 
been completed the immigrants will 
begin. 
The Molkans are spokou of as a highly 
desirable class of settlers, industrious 
and frugal and with a knowledge of 
farming and rudimentary handicrafts. 
They hold peculiar religious 
tenets. 
They arc Christians aud their views are 
obnoxious to the ruling authorities in 
Russia. 
Their ideas of social and family life 
are similar to that much persecuted sec­ 
tion of Russian subjects. 
They do not 
objoct to the military service, but they 
have long suffered under Russian op­ 
pression and are looking forward to a 
period when they can establish them­ 
selves under free institutions.

Peace has b.*m m aintained in the 
southern provinces ouly by positive as­ 
surances from t he powers th at the dis­ 
memberment of Chinn was not contem­ 
plated and that when order was restored 
the troops should be w ithdraw n. Should 
one of the {towers recommence m ilitary 
operations now th at order, according to 
Major General Chaffee, has been re­ 
stored in Pekin and is being generally 
restored throughout the province of 
Chili, the authorities fear th at the vie-

eroys will not be disposed to keep the 
natives in check and that the result may 
be disastrous to all foreign interests.

These are the im mediate cousidera- 1 
tions which caused this governm ent to 
hope that G erm any will hesitate before 
assuming u policy at variance w ith her j 
announced purpose when tho Chinese 
trouble began. 
In a circular note to the ( 
powers Emperor W illiam stated: “ We j 
desire no partition of China aud seek 110 
special advantages. 
The im perial gov­ 
ernm ent is imbued w ith the conviction 1 
th at the m aintenance of the agreem ent I 
between the powers is a prim ary condi­ 
tion for the restoration of peace and o r­ 
der in C hina.” 
Iii w hat is considered a m arked con­ 
trast to this assertion Germ any ordered 
60,000 men to China aud, understanding 
th at the imperial governm ent would re­ 
fuse to surrender its subjects to bo pun­ 
ished by foreign powers, proposed that 
as a condition precedent to negotiating, 
Chiua be compelled to deliver up the re­ 
sponsible authors of tho outrages. Chiua 
on the otner hand, has appointed Prince 
Tuau, according to reliable inform ation 
received at the state departm ent, presi­ 
dent of the privy council, and rew arded 
other high officials who were prom inant 
in the Boxer movement. 
Germany will Aud in this a reason for 
continued operations, especially in view 
of the arrival of Count von Waldersee, 
but the United States will not regard it 
as a sufficient cause for refusing to com­ 
mence prelim inary negotiations. 
The 
ouly effect will be to cause this govern­ 
m ent to make prominent early in the 
negotiations its demand that the respon­ 
sible authors of the outrages be ade­ 
quately punished.

the hourly expected message from Sir 
Claude MacDonald, British m inister at j 
Pekin.
